AUTO INDUSTRY 
FUTURE BRIGHT 


Leaders See Demand For ( ’ars 
Rising In 1934; Look For 
“Prosperity.” 


By DAVID J. WILKIE 
Detroit (AP).— Because it saw the 
first stepping up in retail demand 
that has been noted since the fall ! 
o! 1929, the year was hailed in auto­ 
mobile circles as the “recovery pc- | 
Hod" which, the industry’s leaders 
say. traditionally precedes the re­ 
turn of prosperity. 
Authorities of the industry, who 
have seen many traditions upset 
during the last four years, are re­ 
luctant. however, to say that any­ 
thing resembling, a boom may be 
looked for in the coming year. They 
I do believe that all signs point Lo a 
further upturn in consumer demand 
to call for a factory output well in 
excess ol the approximately 2,000.000 
passenger cars and trucks produced 
this year. 
Equipment Bought 
That 
the 
industry’s 
executives 
look forward with considerably more 
optimism than at any time since 
the curtailment of buying interest j 
began lour years ago is indicated by 
the_ expenditure of several million 
dollars in new production equip­ 
ment. 
necessitated 
by

changes somewhat more extensive 
in several cases than laid been ex- 1 
peeted. 
One production group announced 
independent wheel springing, a de­ 
vice that had been popular abroad 
for several years 
It marked the 
first radical change in design dur­ 
ing the year. 
Other manufacturers 
announced the introduction of simi­ 
lar devices with varying modifica­ 
tions. 
Another development of the year 
was 
the 
presentation by another 
volume producer of a car described 
as “completely stream lined.” 
One mechanical change incorpo­ 
rated in this vehicle that attracted j 
bf almost as much attention as the 
J stream-lining was the construction 
of body and frame in one piece. 
The year also saw the appearance 
and settlement of the first serious 
labor troubles the industry has ex­ 
perienced In many years 
It in­ 
volved a considerable number of 
fool and die makers and came at a 
time when many of the plants were 
about to turn to new model output. 
While introduction of the new 
types was thus delayed in several 
plants, the closing down of numer­ 
ous assembly lines for several weeks 
during the final months of the year 
enabled the industry to clean up 
virtually every car manufactured in 
1933 before the 1934 types were dis­ 
tributed to dealers for retd mer­ 
chandising.
